THE ECLIPSE. 


A Summary ef the Result of Recent 
Observations. 


“aAHE SUN IS GREER,” 


—_—-—-

Lhe chief objeet of the astronomers who 
weul out WO waieh the eclipse of December 
22d wae to determine the nature of the sun’s 
coroua. Most of the observers repaired to va- 
rious pointe in the south of Europe. The 
Island of Sicily was the favorite locality se- 
lected, and Mount Etna was the chosen point 
for the prineipal expeditions. Exactly as pre- 
dicted, and exactly as happened twenty-two 
hundred years ago, th the oo ce Un- 
fortunately thew ot propitious, 
and, as seen. rome 1 near ar) all tt the obeervatories, 
the SUD as muth U rea DY a@euds, rain or 
hail. The first tolegrams, however, gave 4 
more sloomy report than the facts warranted. 
ae the authority of Prof. 
Lockyer, that the results 
sbinieed eoussberaie the discoveries made by 
- e Americano obseryers during the eclipse of 


ust 7, 1869. 
week before the eclipse was almost uoi- 
versally fine in the south of E 2, SO tat 
there were sanguive expectations of success, 
Iu fact, the moruing of the 22d itself was in 
most places clear. But as the critical hour 
drew near, light scud followed by gauzy va- 
pors,and finally dense clemds, obscured at 
most of the stations the face of the sun. As 
the sun darkened, one. writer says, the air 
thickened, and at Mount Etna the momeat of 
totality was accompanied bya hail storm of 
extraordivary intensity. AtSan Antonio, Rev. 
J. 8. Perry reports that the sun was cov 
by a thin cirrhus throughout the eclipse. Still 
he saw the well known Bailey beads, and saw 
the corona “burst forth” twenty seconda be- 
fore totality. As he also observed it for fif- 
teen seconds after totality, the corona was 
visible to Mr. Perry for two minutes and fifty 
seconds. To bim it appeared tree from stria- 
tion, with distinct outline, ——— 
quadrilateral, bat white in color. 
rendered faint by the.  clouda, A be 
magnificent view of the eclipse is said to have 
been had near Arcos, and at the American sta- 
tion near Xeres a break ia the clouds allowed 
observation during half the totality. Tne 
accounte from Gibraltar are of limi value, 
and at Seville it rained durmng most of the 
eclipse. At Oran, a station from which much 
was boped, the weather was more unfavorable 
than atthe Spanish stations, and poor Mr. 
Jarseep, wbo escaped from Paris in a balloon 
with bis instruments at the risk of his life to 
abserve the pbenomevon, saw nothing what- 
pie d of it after all. Thus it happened that; in 
te ofthe bad luck of the observers on 

Mount Etna, most ofthe details of value 
reach us from 8 y. From re of these 
we gather such details as appear to be most 
valuable. 

Most persons interested ia natural science 
are aware of the main features of the solar 
ger weg It may, however, be interesting 

refresh the reader’s mind on Aes as 
We know tbat the sun is surrounded first by 
what is called the ‘*chromosphere.”’ This, in 
total eclipse, appears as a concentric circle of 
reddish light, and hss been proved tu consist 
of lami ot burping gas, mostiy bydrogen. 
Next, there are what are termed the ‘‘red 
flames,” aceon by the Jenzsen-Lockyer expe- 
riments, and which are on bursts of incaa- 
desccn’: bydrogen icaping = irregularly, at 
intervals, to the hight thousands of 
miles astty, there comes the corona. 
This ®pbivx of a phenomenon, as some- 
bedy calls it, is the great subject of solar 
cebate, Observers disagree not only 
as to its elements but as to its appearance 
Some have held it to bea reflection from the 

eartb, and some to be anatmosphere of the 
sun. Now, it is said to be demonstrated, b; 
the observations of the eclipse of December r 22, 
that veither of these aseumptions is correct. 
Briefly pegee S the deductions of one au- 
thority, as ered from the minutes or = 
lariscopic observations, amount to this:

INSURANCE FRAUDS AND FalLoRE.—The recent 
failure of the Monitor Mutual Company of Boston 
14 attracting attention, and desezvediy so. The 
aseets of the institution amoufited to only two mil- 
lions against liabilities of fifteen miilicns, of 
which more thana million dollars are for out- 
standing risks. 

The New York Herald says this disaster, like 
the disasters which recently befell the Great 
Western Mutual and the Farmers’ ana Mechanic;’, 
of New York, reVives the distrust io fire and life 
insurance occasioned in Encland last year by tue 
crushing failure ef several great British compa- 
nies. The public mind in Great Britain is sill 
agitated by gpm mre nt which then arose as to de- 
Vising rome or protecting the commupity 
by leg@i-lative eames with the itnsuranc2 
busivess. 

The laws of Massachusetts relating to insurance 
companies we know to be very stringent, never- 
theless it is seen that a company can so manage 
ite effatre as to have only $2,(00,000 assets against 
$15,000,000 liabilities.
